TO FORM APPLE 
GROWING CLUBS 


Young People of Adams County to 


be Interested in Clubs Similar to 


those which Grow Corn, Potatoes 


and Other Things. 


In an effort to in'tcrest the boys and 
girls of Adams County in the organ­ 
ization of 
apple 
clubs 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture is 
extending their offer of assistance in 
arranging for the work. All the prin­ 
cipal apple raising 
portions of 
the 
country are being reached by the De­ 
partm ent in this new scheme and the 
various state colleges have been ask­ 
ed to co-operate. 
The new clubs will be organized on 
the same lines as are those 
for 
the 
encouragement of potato, corn, and 
alfalfa growing, 
gardening and can­ 
ning, and poultry 
raising. 
Members 
must be not under ten nor over eight­ 
een years old. Each of the club mem­ 
bers will be allotted not less than ten 
apple trees, six or more years old, in 
the same orchard (and all in one row 
or block if possible) of which he will 
have the exclusive care for one year. 
Each club must 
have at least Ave 
members, and these will be under the 
instruction of a loca< leader who will 
receive instructions from the 
State 
leader in charge or the county agent. 
Following 
these 
instructions the 
young member 
who 
knows nothing 
about apple raising will learn to pick, 
grade, crate, and market apples; also 
to can and label 
fruit for exhibition 
and for sale. 
The 
instructions 
will 
aim to show each of these young peo­ 
ple how’ he may get the maximum re­ 
sults from his 
ten 
trees .with the 
minimum expenditure of labor. 
Club agents are already 
at 
work 
making 
enrollments 
for 
the 
new 
apple clubs. During October and No­ 
vember the plates 
will 
be 
selected 
and assigned to the individual mem­ 
bers and the trees will be marked to 
show to whom they are assigned. As 
soon as the 
present apple 
crop 
is 
gathered 
preparations will begin at 
once for the next year. 
Some 
trees 
may need fall 
pruning, cleaning out 
and mulching. 
The.-e details will be 
attended to 
and 
the young 
people 
may be instructed 
in the best meth­ 
ods. 
In making awards 
for 
the 
year 
many features 
will 
be 
considered; 
how the trees are pruned, 
whether 
they are free from 
blight and plant 
lice, how the soil has 
been 
worked, 
the size, color and 
condition of 
the 
fruit and methods of packing will all 
count in the final reckoning. 
One of 
the most important 
considerations Is 
how much profit the club member has 
netted from his 
investment. 
In the 
last analysis that is the 
final test of 
his success. 
Any young people 
wishing to find 
out the details of 
the 
new 
apple- 
raising clubs should 
write at once to 
the State agent in 
charge 
of 
club 
work at the State College of Agricul­ 
ture, or the 
United 
States 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, I).

Four of the coupons had evidently 
been clipped, while the remainder are 
intact. The bond is printed on a good 
grade of paper, and 
contains a por­ 
trait of the president of the 
"Ix>st 
Cause”, Jefferson Davi®. 
The bond was originally purchased 1 
by Charles Price, of 
Richmond, Va., 
an uncle of 
Mr. Stover, who w’as 
greatly interested in the Confederacy 
and when the w’a r closed wras a ruined 
man. 
Mr. Stover 
is

of

known citizens of Littlestown. He has 
served as sexton 
of St. Paul’s Luth­ 
eran church, th a t place, 
for 
almost 
20 years, as janitor of the P. O. S. of

during the battue sea**in. and these are 
trained for the various pur|M>*e* for 
which the A siatic elephant I* used.

In India elephants a re no longer cap­ 
tured. a* th**y still are in Africa, by 
mean.* of a huge pitfall in the ground. 
In I Peso trap* they are often seriously 
Injun*! or kiiU-d. T h e Indian elephant 
i* somewhat smaller than the African 
md differ* from It In other ways. a*, 
for instance, in the fact that tusk* are 
I wecxtwed only by the males, while both 
sexes h a t# them in Africa. 
With hi* enormous muscle* and hi* 
bald weight of five or six tons an ele 
pliant can (iud down or root up small 
tree*, can pick ut* huge logs wit ii hi*
